More Light Than Ever on the Displays—Im- 
provements in Exhibits — The Progress 
Which Has Been Made. 


Atrip through the Exposition building at 
this season is not the most interesting excur- 
sion one can make. The floor is littered up 
with boards, chips and sawdust, the air is 
filled with flying dirt, the show-cases have 
broken from their. old moorings and are ap- 
parently stranded on asand-bar halfway down 
the big nave, andthe dinof hammer and saw 


But out of all this 
disorder this year is fast coming 
a design which to the practiced 


eye gives some idea “of the Exposition of 1886 
as it will look when the doorsare thrown 
open September 8.

The prin- 
cipal features of this year’s exhibition will be 
the moving mechanical figures in the 
different displays. The still exhibit is played 
out. What the exhibitors seek is some- 
thing that will catch the eye, something that 
will be talked about. The moving figures last 
year were agreat success. They proved one 
of the most attractive features of the Exposi- 


tion and they were probably the best means of 
advertising employed. 

This year the designs will be more elaborate, 
as more exhibitors have adopted them. The 
figures of last year will be superseded by 
others of a different character. 

THE DECORATIONS 

in general will be in light colors. We want 
something bright. Delicate colors are not 
popular in St. Louis because they cannot stand 
the soot and the dust. But that can make 
very little difference here. The cases must 
be repainted every year and the paint 
will be fresh enough for the forty-six days 
ofthe Exposition. These bright, pretty colors 
will be set off by an increase in the nuimber of 
electric lights and by a more even distribution 
of them. There were several dark corners 
last year. This year every partof the building 
Will be as bright as day. e have increased 
the number of our lights from thirty to fifty- 
live and their strength from 1,200 to 
2,000 candies.

Mexico’s Scheme for the Settlement 
of the Cutting Case. 


A Special Legal Envoy Appointed by the 
United States. 


The Situation Materially Changed—Hon.Ar- 


to Confer With the Attorney-General 
of Mexico and Correctly Interpret the 
Law Under Which Cutting is Held 
A Basis for Diplomatic Action in the 


Future. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISpaATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 13.—The situa- 
tioninthe Mexican troubles was yesterday 
materially changed, which means asettlement 
in some form with a basis for diplomatic action 
inthe future. The Cabinet had a longer ses- 
sion than usual. There was little if anything 
considered, other than the pending contro- 
versy over the imprisonment of Cutting. The 
question was thoroughly and conservatively 
considered and discussed from every conceiv- 
able point. The most important question, 
however, was the proposition received 
Wednesday evening late, through the mails, 
from Minister Jackson, at the City of 
Mexico, conveying to the State Depart- 
ment a plan for the adjustment of 
the affair as proposed by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. in brief itis this: The Mexican 
Government has all the time claimed that it 
had done nothing in the premises which was 
not warranted and in harmony with the spirit 
of the law and expressed statutes of the Re- 
public. That there may be nothing left un- 
done to ascertain the law of the case and that 
the respective governments may not proceed 
further without having the laws of the two 
nations bearing upon the case fully and satis- 
factorily weighed and considered, the Mex- 
ican Government has made to this 
country, through Minister Jackson, the 
proposition that if the State Department will 
send to the City of Mexico an able lawyer as a 
snecial envoy of this Government to confer 
with the Attorney-General of the Mexican 
Republic as to the proper interpretation of the 
law under which Cutting is held, they believe 
an amicable solution to the problem can be 
arrived at. In the official communication of 
Minister Jackson particular stress is laid upon 
the belief that the State Department has not 
properly construed and read the law, at the 
same time expressing the belief that when 
this Government has by one of its 
most able and distinguished lawyers made a 
thorough investigation of the law and existing 
statutes, it will be willing to concede to the 
Mexican Government the right to hold Cutting 
for the offense with which he is charged. After 
two hours’ discussion of this subject by the 
Cabinet, it was unanimously agreed that the 
proposition from the Mexican Government be 
accepted and a representative sent to the City 
of Mexico as soon as possible. This Govern- 
ment is to be bound bythe report that the 


representative may make. It is 
asked that this precaution first 
be taken before progressing further 


in the matter and upon this report there can 
be established additional foundation for fur- 
ther diplomatic procedure. Pending this 
agreement, neither government will take any 
action, though each will be held responsible 
for the conduct of its citizens upon the border, 
where excitement is running high. It is not 
improbable that both governments will mass 
troops upon the border for the purpose of 
preserving order during the period employed 
in the consultation. As yet nothing has been 
done as to who shall be sentto represent this 
Government. A number of persons have 
been suggested, but it may be 
a few days before the President will make an 
appointment, of course, upon the request of 
the Secretary of State. The special envoy to 
be sent to Mexico will not be a person who ig 
in any way connected with service of the Gov- 
ernment, but willbe selected from private 
life. 


The Special Mexican Envoy.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 13.—Hon. Arthur

WHO SEDGWICK IS. 

Arthur George Sedgwick is a member ofa 
rather distinguished Massachusetts family of 
that name, a cousin of Gen. Sedgwick anda 
nephew of Miss Catharine Sedgwick, the edu- 
cator and writer. Mr. Sedgwick was born in 
Stockbridge in 1843, was graduated at Harvard 
in 1864 and immediately entered the army and 
a few months later was graduated from Libby 
Prison 80 emaciated that his life 
was despaired of. On hisrecovery be entered 
the Harvard Law School, and after taking his 
degree removed to New York where he has 
since resided. He was one of the proprietors 
ofthe Nation before its absorption by the 
Evening Post, and a leading editorial writer 
on that paper and later on the Evening Post. 
Recently he has retired from professional jour- 
nalism and has resumed the practice of the 
law. He has compiled several legal text-books 
which are recognized as authorities by the 
profession, and is understood to be engaged 
on a new work on international law.

RAGING FEARFULLY. 


The Forest Fires in the Drouth-Stricken Dis- 
tricts of Wisconsin, 


Eau CLAIRE, Wis., August 13.—The latest 
reports from the Chippewa fire districts were 
received from several woousmen, who arrived 
from Deer Tail, an important feeder of the 
Chippewa, lastevening. They have traveled 
considerably over the burnt and unburnt dis- 
triets north of here and say no territory can 
escape the devastation of flames in the pres- 
sent dry condition. The Superior regions are 
now well burnt over, but fires have broken 


out afresh in a number of new 
localities on the Upper Chippewa 
gince Tuesday, and are raging fearfully. 


Ot the escaped territory so far, are the tracts 
along the Deer Tail toward the Sault Ste. 
Marie, on which there is plenty of chippings 
and windfalis, which will offer the most com- 
bustible food for the flames, which are ex- 
pected to reach that locality within a day or 
two. The settlements are sparse in that 
direction, and the loss will be confined to 
standing pine and hemiock. On Yellow River, 
forty miles northeast of here, the fires 
have done irreparable damage. Hurlbut 
Brothers of this city marrowly escaped 
with the loss ot their mill and 
a quantity of lumber. The fires are having 
their own way, but men are now stationed at 
the logging camps and the hay marshes to 
save that property if possible. The Chippewa 
districts so far have escaped with less damage 
than other districts eastward. The Lumber 
Manw‘acturers and Mutual Insurance Company 
| oft... city has sent an agent to the fire dis- 
tricts to look over matters and see that all the 
protection necessary is furnished to saw-milis 
and other property on which the corporation 
holds risks. 


Misery and Destruction. 


CuIcaco, August 13.—The Daily News’ Fort 
Howard (Wis.) special says: Reports from the 
great fires in this region have not been at all 
exaggerated, and it requires butaglance to 


show that but little of the real misery and de- 
struction they have caused has as yet been 
brought to light. Fort Howard and Green 
Bay are enveloped in a dense volume of 
smoke, and all around the outskirts of town 
can be seen the flames as they burst from 
the distant woods. Since the train 
left Milwaukee, the effects of the late 
drouth have been more and more apparent. 
The railroad seems as though it had been built 
by an unscrupulous Board of County Commis- 
sioners and contracts let to as many culvert- 
builders as possible. The road north of Apple- 
ton seems to consist of culverts built without 
any cause, for there is not a sign of one of the 
creeks which they are designed to cross. 
Everything is as dry as tinder and 
the fences and grass along the 
tracks are either burned or are now burning. 
North of Little Creek is, or rather was, a 
large eranberry swamp, for it is now per- 
fectly Ary, and the bushes are allon fire, and 
burnifig flercely.

The smoke is a light 
brown, andthe wind alternately clears it away 
and allows it to gather it again. The sun 
shines through it like a huge orange and casts 
a = shadow. he scarcity of 
water makesevery oneapprehensive of fire, 
and the proximity of the forest fires are 
a constant source of dread. One of the 
most peculiar effects of the fire isthe action 
of the animals which seemto be apprehen- 
sive of some great danger. The cattle and 
horses huddle together, forgetting to feed, 
and stamp the ground restively. Even the 
birds seem frightened and fly around in an 
aimless sort of way. Around Green Bay the 
damage has been heavy, but the 
greatest loss has been suffered in the 
Oconto region. Depere, too, a village half 
a dozen miles south of here, has suffered 
heavily. Last Monday night a conflagration 
broke out and consumed fifty buildings, in- 
cluding a church and several stores. The 
fires, according to the latest reports, are 
rapidly dyin out, and unless a gale of 
wind should spring up, will probably 
cause little more damage. The loss of 
life, too, is less than was anticipated, although 
doubtless greater than has been reported. 
Communication with the timber districts is 
slow and investigation will doubtiess bring to 
light a great deal of suffering.

HOW THE CONTRACTOR STOOD IN WITH 
THE NEW AQUEDUCT RING. 


The Methods by Which O’Brien & Clarke, 
the Principal Contractors, Increased 
Their Profits—Maurice B. Flynn’s Dum- 
my Firm—The Biggest Job Ever Put Up 
to Rob the City of New York. 


NEw York, August 13.—The Sun reports the 
methods by which Messrs. O’Brien & Clarke, 
the principal contractors for the new aque- 
duct, increased their profits, with the help of 
Maurice B. Flynn, the indicted man. O’Brien 
& Clarke have offices in the Stewart build- 
ing, near the City Hall. Adjoining their offices 
is the office of Alliston Gerry & Co., metal 
commission merchants. This firm is com- 
posed of Mr. Alliston Gerry and Mr. Joseph A. 
Flynn, brother of Maurice B. Flynn. When 
one remembers,’’ says the Sun, that the 
Commissioner of Public Works, Squire, is the 
only city official on the Aqueduct Board, and 
the present Commissioner is the man of Mau- 
rice B. Flynn's selection, it does not seem 
strange that a private doorway is very con- 
venient to the members of the firms of O’Brien 
& Clarke and Allston Gerry & Co.“ 

The operations ot the two Arms lare then re- 
lated as follows: The contracts for build- 
ing the new aqueduct were awarded and the 
instruments drawn up in December, 1884, the 
last and wickedest month of the boodle 
Aldermen, andthe month that gave birth to 
the Squire-Flynn deal. O’Brien & Clarke 
received the contracts for building sections 
6, 7, 8, 9 and 12, while the contracts for the 
rest of the work were awarded to several firms. 
O’Brien & Clarke though they had got the 
largest share of the work were angry that 
they had not got the whole, and began at once 
to lay plans for picking up every cent of pro- 
fit there was to be had. Section 1 of the 
specifications of the contracts for the work on 
the new aqueduct binds the contractors not 
to assign or sublet the work, or any part 
thereof, without the consent of the Aqueduct 


Board givenin writing upon the back of the 
original contract. O’Brien & Clarke saw that 
there were comparatively small chances for 
profit in the work they had undertaken, com- 
petition having 

BEATEN DOWN THEIR MARGIN OF PROFITS 
to almost nothing. Regardless, therefore, of 
the prohibition contained in section 1, they 
sublet their work without such written au- 
thority from the Commissioners, until now 
they themselves do scarcely any part of the 
work they contracted to do. Nearly all of the 
work on these sections for which they are con- 
tractors is done by unauthorized persons, not 
responsible to the city whom the aqueduct 
officials recognize as only superintendents. 
Low as was the margin of profit at which 
O'Brien & Clarke took their contracts, their 
sub-contractors were compelled to take theirs 
at 10 per cent below that of the main contract- 
tors. This profit, however, as there was a 
pack of the sub-contractors and their bonds- 
men failing, did not suit the astute O'Brien and 
the respectable Clarke. O’Brien as Chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee knew 
Maurice B. Flynn and appreciated his in- 
fluence in this city. Whether O’Brien or 
Flynn concocted the scheme, and whether it 
was devised before the contracts were made, 
it is not known, but certainitis that O’Brien 
& Clarke by the aid of Flynn’s dummy firm 
ef Allston Gerry & Co., began to put into 
operation a great scheme for soueezing first 
their sub-contractors, second the dealers in 
supplies, and third the city. In building the 
aqueduct an immense amount of supplies 
is necessary. Estimating these at $10,000,000— 
a low estimate when the amounts of work are 
considered—a profit of 5 per cent would give 
the snug little sum of $500,000. This amount, 
atleast, O’Brien & Clarke and their friend, 
Maurice B. Flynn, determined to get. Their 
first step, after making their sub-contracts, 
wusto get their sub-contractors into their 
debt by lending them money to begin opera- 
tions with. They then began to try to get the 
other contractors, both principal and sub- 
lessees, into their power. In this latter part 
of the scheme they relied largely upon Mr. 
Flynn's influence. 

THE SCHEME. 

„While theywere engaged in this work, 
Aliston Gerry & Co. as buying agents for 
O’Brien & Clark, were calling upon the dif- 
ferent firms handling supplies, representing 
to them the value of the aqueduct trade, and 
asking from5 per cent to li per cent for 
directing thistradeinto theirhands. These 
percentages were what they demanded at first; 
they would condescend to bargain, and in sev- 
eral instances firms that deal in supplies are 
said to have paid only 242 per cent. When 
a firm agreed with Aliston Gerry & 
Co., it sent duplicate bilis to Allston 
Gerry & Co., and to the purchasing sub-con- 
tractors. Gerry & Co. obtained their com- 
missions from the sellers paying the bills less 
the commission and would then 
collect from the sub-bontractors the bills, 
plus the commission on the order. Alls- 
ton Gerry & Co. would ask for5per cent off 
for cash and exact of the sub-contractor 5 per 
cent for paying cash for him. With control 
of the whole aqueduct, there is a clear million 
to be made this way out of the sub-contract- 
ors and supply men, besides the legitimate 
profit on the contracts. Allston Gerry & Co., 
under their own name, started to run theshops 
which supply the workmen with their personal 
supplies; but the sub-contractors protested so 
vigorous ly that{the plan had to be given up. 
But the sub-contractors who opposed the de- 
signs of the aqueduct bosses do not go unpun- 
ished. Hardly a firm of sub-contractors is 
composed to-day as it was when the sub-con- 
tracts were first made, the changes in them in 
many cases being due to the freezing out 
process carried outas a punishment for too 
great independence. Not content with run- 
ning their own contracts, O’Brien & Clarke 
want to bave a share in the other contractors’ 
profits. Recently Mr. Maurfce B. Flynn be- 
came a partner in the firm of Brown, Howard 
& Co., next to that of O’Brien & Clarke the 
largest contractors along the line. Mr. Mo- 
Bean, one of the firm’s sub-contractors and 
also a member ot the firm, was displaced to 
make room for the boss. 


A BIG JOB. 
I am acquainted with all the 7 le in the 
ring,’’ said a metal dealer, ‘‘and I know and 
say it positively that the new aqueduct is the 
biggest job ever put up to rob this city. 
O’Brien & Clarke have the whole thing in the 
hands of their friends. Their idea is to get a 
big clique into the business, to control every- 
thing about the aqueduct and run things to 
suit themselves. ere Joe Flynn, brother of 
the boss, fis a visible partner in Aliston 
Gerry & Co., and one of O’Brien’s brothers- 
in-law is head of the firm of Rider & 
Dockerty, suo-contractors at Yonkers. The 
city will be heartily tired of the whole job 
before the ring is through withthe city, un- 
less it can be choked off, and if the sub-con- 
tractors stand in the way they will be ruined 
as quick as lightning.’’

Death of Rev. Dr. George Charles Holls, a 
Prominent Lutheran Clergyman. 


NEW YORK, August 13.—Kev. Dr. George 
Charles Holis, one of the most prominent 


Lutheran clergymen of the country, 
died at his residence in Mt. Vernon, 
N. T., on Thursday afternoon. He 


was born in 1824, at Darmstadt, Germany, 


At an early age he became interested in char- 
ity work, especially orphan asylams and 
houses of refuge, writing several important 
monographs on the subject and becoming an 
assistant to the celebrated Dr. Wichern, 
tounder of the Raune Haus near Hamburg. 
When 25 he was placed in charge of the govern- 
mental charities in Upper Silesia and in this 
position organized the general work of relief 
— the terrible famine of 1848-49. Dis- 
agreeing with the religious policy of the Gov- 
ernment, he resigned and emigrated to Amer- 
ica in 1850, and atter several years’ experiences 
as a teacher in Ohio, during whieh time he ac- 


uired complete familiarity with the 
tnglish language, he accepted the 
osition of Saperintendent ot the 


utheran Orphan Farm School at Zelienople, 

Pa. He labored there with success until 1866 

when he accepted a cali to the newly founded 
Wortburg farm school near Mt. Vernon, X. 
Y. He remained at the head of this institution 
for nineteen years, besides holding almost 
continuously various positions of dignity and 
influence in the church. ‘

THE QUEER STATEMENTS OF A CANDIDATE 
FOR RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. 


Dan Kennedy’s Contradictory Assertions— 
How He Got Matters Mixed While Under 


Oath—Trusten P. Dyer Explains—The Re- 
publican Committees—Political Gossip. 


The brazen effrontery of some politicians is 
simply sublime and passeth all understand- 
ing. His candidacy for Railroad Commis- 
sioner stamps D. O. Kennedy of Springfield, 
Mo., as one of the ‘‘cheeky ones. 9 
A very high grade quality of assurance is cer- 
tainly required of a man who comes before the 
Democratic party of the State for a responsi- 
ble office, with such à vulnerable record as he 


possesses. 

Reports of Kennedy’s short-comings and 
unreliability have been in circulation here 
since the opening of the State cam- 
paign, and have been generally credited 
by persons acquainted with Kennedy’s 
past. Out in the State, however, 
where Kennedy poses as a straightforward, 
honest newspaper editor, he has been very 
successful in his canvass, and just at present 
may be said to be in the lead for the 


nomination. When the County Delegates 
have been enlightened on the subject of Ken: 
nedy’s past, itis highly probable that their 
good opinion of him will experience a sudden 
change and Mr. Kennedy will drop out of the 
race with scarcely a struggle. 

The damaging story against Kennedy, re- 
ferred to as being hawked about the streets, 
had its origin in the court proceedings in the 
case of the St. Louis Type Foundry vs, D. O. 
Kennedy, in the May term of the 
Greene County Circuit Court. The case in- 
volved the question of the payment to Ken- 
nedy of certain money inthe nature of dam- 
ages, allowed for time claimed to 
have been lost and expenses incurred 
by Kennedy, owing to @ defect in the ma- 
chinery of a printing press which he had pur- 
chased from the type foundry. From a tran- 
script of Kennedy’s testimony in the 
case on file in the office of 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City, it appears that Kennedy contradicted 
himself flatly on several occasions while 
under oath, thereby committing what 
is commonly called perjury, 

On the cross-examination Kennedy said: ‘‘I

AN ORANGE OUTRAGE.

The latter was re- 
turning home from work when he was seized 
by the Orangemen and given a coat of tar and 
feathers. The Catholics are very indignant at

When the storm 
broke a volume of dust rolled over from Mis- 
souri avenue driving the musicians 
from the stand.

scattered like sheep before a wolf. 
For a few minutes there was a gen- 
uine panic. Nurses grasping their 


little charges were running toa place of safe- 
ty, inothers were crying and screaming for 
their children lost in the sud- 
den darkness, hats were blowing 
in eveey direction, infants were being traim- 
pled on at every turn of the paths, and indeed 
the uproar was so great that it is said, 
one of the statues was seen to 
grow. pale inthe murky light. But the wind 
soon gradually lost its force and everybody 
got home safely. 

It looked at first as if the clouds would pass 
off with only a wind legacy, but with- 
in an hour after the first loosening 
of the sky big drops gave way toa heavy fail 
of rain that continued with refreshing steadi- 
ness till after 9 o’clock. 

The display of lightning was very severe 


and numerous losses are reported 
from all portions of the city. 
About the only shock experienced 


was at the residence of A. A. Talmage on 
Washington avenue near Grand, where the 
chimney was knocked down and the servant 
girl given a slight shock. 
RUNAWAY BOATS. 
During the storm anumber of steamers were 
blown from their moorings just below the city. 


The St. Louis & Mississippi Valley 
Oompany had the steamers Sidney 
Dillon, My Choice and Henry Lourey 


laid up at the foot of Miller street, alon 
with a fleet of six barges. The first har 
blast took the Dillon and Lourey and the 
barges and the Choice followed almost im- 
mediately. Just below these boats the 
steamer Mary M. Michaels was at the Chester 
Manufacturing Company's landing. Her 
lines parted and she was whirled around in 
great shape. The Valiey boats and barges 
landedin aheap on the bar opposite Anna 
street, but the Michaels went down about a 
mile.

H. Rea, 
took a crew to the My Choice. Steam was 
soon raised and with the assistance of the 
tug the runaway craft was brought back to 
this side, none of them being injured, but the 
watchman of each boat was badly scared.

MASSES’ REVOLUTION. 

Boston, August 13.—A letter to the Journal 
from San Domingo, dated July 28,says: ‘‘The 
Presidential election took place here on the 
26th of June, Gen. Ulysses Hereaux being 


elected by a large majority. Gen. Masses, the 
defeated candidate, lefttor Samona two days

3RUSSELS, August 13.—It is believed that no 
less than 50,000 workmen will attend the So- 
cialist Meeting next Sunday authorized by the 
burgomaster on condition that the parade from 
it avoided the vicinity of the King’s palace.

will take part in the procession to the meeting. 
The procession will pass along all the principal 
streets and boulevards, excepting those near 
the King's palace.

Tux unofficial explanation of our ac- 
tion in the Cutting caso which has ema- 
nated from the State Department makes 
it appear that when the trouble arose Mr.

It is hoped that 
in the event of any future trouble with 
Mexico, Mr. Bayakp wili be sufficiently 
informed to proceed properly from the 
very start. 


BOND CALLS, 

A call for $10,000,000 of 3 per cents is out 
and it is announced that this will be fol- 
lowed by other calls which will put the 
conduct of the Treasury in closer accord 
with the Morrison resolution in regard to 
the surplus. 

This seems quite a concession to the de- 
mands of Congress andthe country after 
the President bad treated that reso- 
lution to a pocket veto.” He 
could not sign it without indorsing 
the emphatic censure passed upon 
his fiscal policy by a Democratic House, 
modified by the somewhat milder censure 
of a Republican Senate. He could not 
openly veto it because the policy it cen- 
sured had plainly become indefensible, 
and he saw that it would have tobe at 
least partly abandoned. Moreover, the 
self-same Wall Street interests that had 
dictated that policy were beginning to 
suffer from the congestive accumulation 
of money in the Treasury vaults. 

The surplus is now $180,000,000 without 
counting $28,000,000 of fractional coin. 
Leaving the fractional coin hoard out of 
the estimate and also the $100,000,000 of 
gold held for the redemption of green- 
backs which nobody wants redeemed, 
here we have $80,000,000 hoarded at a cost 
of $2,400,000 a year which would be 
saved to the people by redeem- 
ing $80,000,000 of 3 per cent bonds subject 
to call. The only practical effect of such 
hoarding is this: It transfers $2,400,000 a 
year without any quid pro quo from the 
pockets of taxpayers to the pockets of 
bondholders, creates a factitious vacuum 
to be filled by the circulation of National 
Bank notes, and helps lenders to get up 
‘‘corners’’ in the money market. 

But the accumulation of this extra sur- 
plus of $80,000,000 in the Treasury reduced 
the reserves of the New York banks to 
the extent of $55,000,000, and has made in- 
terest so high and money so scarce just at 
the season when the crops are to be 
moved that the banks themselves begin to 
feel uncomfortable if not alarmed, They 
want part of the $80,000,000 hoard let loose 
to increase their loanable deposits, and so 
it is announced that thirty or forty mill- 
ons in bonds will be called in in the course 
of a few months. 

It would look better if the President's 
financial policy were somewhat less con- 
spicuously pliable to Wall Street interests 
and influences, and had something else to 
recommend it. It would then be less 
offensive to the masses of his party, even 
if it were not more deferential to their de- 
mands and to the advice of Congress.

WARNED AGAIN. 

Another warning to Federal officehold- 
ers appears in our telegraph columns to- 
day in the correspondence between Hon. 
RoBERT L. TaYLOoR, Democratic nominee 
for Governor of Tennessee, and his of- 
ficial superiors at Washington. As United 
States Pension Agent he wrote to them for 
permission to attend at the close 
of the convention which was expected to 
nominate him. He explained that he 
had never left his office nor taken 
any part towards influencing the selection 
of delegates or the choice of the conven- 
tion, and asked leave only to present him- 
selfand speak to the convention in case 
he should be nominated. The answer he 
received was one commending the official 
propriety of his course and advising him 
to adhere to it by remaining at home, as 
his going even to thank the convention for 
its nomination might be misconstrued to 
the discredit of the civil- service standard 
set up by the Administration. From this 
correspondence it is easy toinfer the tenor 
of the advice which Surveyor LANCASTER 
would receive if he should consult the 
Administration in regard to the propriety 
of his retaining his membership of the 
Democratic State Committee and con- 
tinuing his Dark Lantern work in 
St. Louis politics. We shall take 
pleasure. in interviewing the Federal 
officeholders who attend the Demo- 
cratio State Convention in this city 
next week, and, if any of them have re- 
ceived permits from Washington to leave 
their posts of official duty and participate 
in the proceedings of the convention, we 
will cheerfully publish copies of those doo- 
uments. 


MR. TILDEN’S WILL, 

In no act of his strong and busy life did 
Mr. TILDEN show the Jeffersonian doc- 
trinaire more clearly than in the disposi- 
tion of his large fortune at his death. He 
was not unmindful of the welfare of his 
kindred. Living he had been liberal and 
helpful to them, and dying he made lib- 
eral provision for them, but took 
care that. three-fourths of his vast 
wealth should revert to the pub- 
lic at large in the way of public 
benefits. He did not concentrate his 
wealth in the hands of one or two favored 
nephews, with entails or trusts devised to 
keep it concentrated os long as the law 
would permit in a family line. He evi- 
dently did not believe that such an ac- 
cumulation should be transmitted to any 
man who had not earned it, and who 
might put it to a wrongful use. 
He thought about $100,000 of unearned 
money was enough for anybody, or as 
much as could be disposed of in that way 
justly or with wholesome results. He was 
no communist and saw no harm in the 
largest fortune that can be accumulated 
iu the course ot one life by one man’s 


foresight and industry, but he shared the 


belief of the founders of our institutions 
that the redistribution of such fortunes 
should be fairly provided for by law, 
and by will he provided for a 
wider redistribution of his wealth than the 
law of inheritance would have made of it. 
The benefits of the great bulk of his fort- 
une will be more widely diffused under the 
provisions of his will than if he had 
divided itamong his kinsfolk, or among 
hundreds of legatees. If he had had chil- 
dren, brought up in the lap of luxury and 
with the natural and legal right to inherit 
all his property, the father would proba- 
bly have prevailed over the doctrinaire in 
the making of that will, but, under the 
circumstances, it is a testament worthy of 
a wise and benevolent disciple of THoMas 
JEFFERSON. 

TENNESSEE is determined to have a Tar- 
tor for Governor. The; Demooratio and 
Republican nominees are brothers, one 
being 37 and the other 38 years old. Col. 
RokhEkRT L. TayLor, the Democrat and the 
younger of the two, has served one year in 
Congress, and enjoys the unique distino- 
tion of having fiddled his way into that 
body. Being a good violinist he made the 
canvass among the music-loving popula- 
tion of the backwoods with the fiddle 
and bow and carried the ‘‘wool-hat- 
and-one-gallus’’ vote by storm, de- 
feating his Republican opponent in 
a district which is Republican by 5,000 
majority. For several years he has been 
an editor. ALFRED A. TAYLOR, the Re- 
publican nominee, is a lawyer by profes- 
sion and a better speaker than his Demo- 
cratic brother. He canvassed the State 
for BLAINE and LOGAN, and was a candi- 
date for Congress, but retired before the 
election. This is a contest between the 
press and the bar, with the prospect that 
the press will come out a few laps ahead. 
The Prohibitionists threaten tocomplicate 
matters still further by nominating the 
father of these TayLors as the cold-water 
candidate for Governor. It is evidently 
the prevailing opinion in Tennessee that 
the office must be kept in the TAaYLorR 
family.

A WORLD special from Washington says 
the Cabinet has accéded to a proposition 
from the Mexican Government, and will 
send an able lawyer as a special envoy to 
Mexico toinvestigate the Cutting case with 
the assistance of the Mexican Attorney- 
General, and to report to our Government 
all the court proceedings and all facts and 
local laws bearing upon the questions 
pending between the two Governments as 
to the offense and the treatment of CuT- 
TING. This decision in the middle of Au- 
gust, after having peremptorily demanded 
the instant release of CUTTING on the 19th 
of July, shows that the Cabinet is mag- 
nanimous enough to reverse its engine 
and back water when bluffing fails.

Andrew Johnson’s Staff. 
Joe Howard in the New York Won n. 

When Andrew Johnson was made Brigadier. 
General and Military Governor of Tennessee 
in March, 1862, he selected as two of his staff 
oficers William A. Brouning, son of Peter A. 
Brouning of Washington, and Ben C. Truman 
then an attache of the Philadelphia Press and 
® war correspondent of the Times, high in 


Nashville the new Governor appointed James 
Lindsley, the young son of a prominent Union 
man of Middle Tennessee, as aide-de-camp. 
As time passed Mr. Johnson added to his staff 
his sons Robert and Charles, in 1863, one of 
whom was a Colonel of volunteers and the 
other a Surgeon in a Tennessee regiment; 
and, in 1864, Capt. Andrew Long (afterwards 
A. V. M., U. S8. A.), and Capt. Robert Mor- 
row (afterwards Major and Paymaster, U. A. 
A.), and after Johnson became President he 
again added to his staff Preston King, former- 
ly United States Senator from New York. 
Surgeon Johnson, while under the influence 
of liguor, accidentally killed himseif in Nash- 
ville in 1863. Col. Robert Johnson died of de- 


Urium tremens in Washington in 1865. Col. 


Brouning died of delirium tremens in the 
Kirkwood House, Washington, in 1866. Pres- 
ton King committed suicide by jumping over- 
board from a ferryboat during the following 
year. Col. Morrow shot himself dead in the 
Occidental Hotel in San Francisco in 1871 
while under the influence of liquor. Lieut. 
Lindsley shot himself dead in his father’s par- 
lor in Edgefield, Tenn., about six years ago, 
after a protracted spree, and Col. Long killed 
himself in Washington five years ago while 
suffering from the effects of too much of that 
which often does not cheer so much as it in- 
toxicates. 


A Pension Case. 
From the New York Post. 

Mrs. Almira H. Farrar of Waterbury, Vt., 
has just received the large sum of $4,125 in cash 
as arrears, and the assurance of $15 a month 
as long as she lives, as the pension due a de- 
pendent mother. It appears that a son of 
Mrs. Farrar enlisted in the army in April, 1861, 
and was killed at Gettysburg in-July, 1863, and 
the pension is allowed upon the ground that he 
was her only support. But it also appears 
that, when the soldier son died, Mrs. Farrar’s 
husband and three other sons were alive, that 
the family lived on a good farm, well stocked 
with horses and cattle, and that these other 
sons are still alive and able to supportthe 
mother. When the Pension Bureau inter- 
prets the law so liberally as to grant pension 
in cases like Mrs. Farrar’s, it is obvious that 
there is small excuse for carrying to Congress 
cases which the Bureau is unable to allow, 
and that Mr. Cleveland was abundantly justi- 
fied in vetoing many of the private pension 
bills. 


An Ancient Pavement. 


From the Shawano (Wis.) Journal. 

A party of land prospectors recently came 
upon some ancient works in this county. They 
first found what appeared to be the ruins of an 
old well, walled up with stones, in Which a 
moderate supply of cold water was found. 
They removed the stones, which had caved in, 
to a depth of about three feet: Further exam- 
ination revealed the fact that the ground 
around was regularly paved with stones for at 
least an acre, varying from three feet deep in 
the center to at least a foot at the outer edges. 
The stones are covered with moss, which may 
be roiled up like a blanket, disclosing the 
stone as clean as if water-washed. The coun 
try about is timbered and trees two feet in 
diameter are growing above the ruins, while 
the forms of a prior generation of trees even 
larger lie in moss and decay at their feet and 
above the ruins also.

The building referred to is the new House of 
Refuge. Four years ago the growing demand 
upon the capacity of the present buildings of 
that institution led, after repeated attempts 
to secure the proper legislation, to the appr, 
priation for and building of the new struc. 
ture. Upon its completion to its present 
stage of perfection the appropriation of $4; 9 
was exhausted and tbe fact was brought to the 


attention of the Assembly by the Board of 
Managers of the institution. The Board is 
composed of the following gentlemen: Messrs. 
Ewing Hill, James E. Cowan, George Bain, 
Dr. Alex J. Mullen and the Mayor. 

The efficient manager of the House of 
Refuge, Mr. John D. Schaffer, was constantly 
urging the necessity of larger quarters. 

THE CHILDREN WERE CROWDED 

in their sleeping and living apartmentsin the 
old quarters, thereby inviting disease and 
making the utmost vigil necessary to prese 
their nealth, and the proper division of tis 
depraved and incorrigible from the more jn. 
nocent unfortunates was impossible. 1 
city in its self-coustituted guardianship of the 
children, was unable to render the duty they, 


as wards, had aright toexpect. The Board ht 
Managers recognized this, and time after tims 
called the attention of the Assembly t the 
matter. The building, a tine’ three. 
story structure, 108 feet front, with a 
depth of 18 feet, was there in the 
rain and weather literally going to ruin, All 
that was needed was an appropriation of a few 
thousands, not more than ten, for its comple- 


tion and furnishing, yet in spite of the fre- 
quent calls for the legislation the Assembly ig. 
nored the matter and busied themseives in 
the dirty truck that brought desired slush or 
coveted political influence. Any other city 
institution, such as the Work-house, 
the Jail or the Fire Department, had 
a certain amount of patronage that 
could be farmed out to henchmen. 
Gas and railroad legislation had its recom. 
penses. The children at the Refuge crowed 
104in a dormitory 40x80 feet with a proper 
capacity of — beds, their minds starving for 
very room, their morals growing contaminated 
from unavoidable associations, had only in 
their behalf the appeal of humanity, and hu 
manity addressing the Municipal Assembly of 
St. Louis, with the negative opposition of per- 
sonal greed, had about as much chance as the 
proverbial cat without claws in the realm of 
unpurified souls. 
Something of policy that came nearly being 
shame at last induced the legislators to make 
the unremunerative appropriation and just 
before their adjournment this spring, a $15,000 
clause for the furnishing of the House of 
Retuge was tacked onthe appropriation bill.

A Woman Who Poisoned Her Husband, 
Four children and Other Relatives.

There was nevera 
more honest umpire than John Egan, but hon- 
esty is not everything in umpiring a ball game. 
You must have alittle determination and be 
able to withstand a little drubbing without 
allowing your aympetnies to get the best of 
your convictions. ‘ho ever beard of an um- 
pire calling an unfinished game before simply 
to accommodate a manager who wanted t> 
leave town onacertain train? That’s what 
Egan did, and when I think of it now it makes 
me mile. The absurdity of the thing 
must have convulsed the St. Louis play- 
ers when they got on the train that night. It 
wasabig bluff gameonthe part of Manager 
Schmelz and he worked ittoa charm. This is 
the way the thing came about: Nine innings 
had been played and the score was tied.

FREE TRADERS. 


The American League Making Preparations 
for a Vigorous Campaign. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
NEW YORK, August 13.—Representative free 
traders from various States met at the head- 
quarters of the American Free Trade League, 


No. 39 Nassau street, yesterday 
afternoon, in pursuance with the 
call of the National Committee to de- 


cide upon a course of action for the fall cam- 
paign. David A. Wells, the President of the 
League, was chairman of the meeting, 
and among the half hundred present were 
Col. John J. Dargan of South Carolina; 
J. B. Sargent and A. W. Thomas of Connecti- 
cut; Benjamin Reese of Ohio; Wm. G. Brown-

of Illinois, and R. R. Bowker, Everett P. 
Wheeler, E. P. Doyle and J. S. Moore of New 
York. Letters of regret were received from 
prominent free traders in more than twenty 
States. 

The principal object of the meeting was to 
prepare an address calling for immediate and 
energetic action Dy allfree traders and reve- 
nue reformers inthe Congressional elections 
to be held this fall. This document, signed 
by the National Committee and other promi- 
nent free traders throughout the country, is 
to be widely circulated, anda united effort is 
to be made to fil the seats of the thirty-five 
protectionist Democratic Congressmen with 
strong free traders. The address takes the 
form of ten resolutions, which were vigo- 
rously debated and unanimously adopted,

Resolved, That we honor and thank Presi- 
dent Cleveland tor his personal devotion to 
administrative reform,for his brave endeavors 
to regain for the people not holding office the 
control oftheir own political affairs and for 
his honest vetoes of private jobs and special 
legislation, and that we recognize as the most 
promising signs of the times the growing 
response among the body of the people, 
and we regret that so called friends of bis Ad- 
ministration, abusing his confidence, have 
been permitted to contradict its avowed 
principles in the use of appointmentstbrough- 
out Pennsylvania torepress the growth of 
the spirit of tariff reform in the covert or open 
defiance of civil-service reform, in the Indiana 
post-otlices, and elsewhere, and the seiection 
in a few instances in other places of unfit men 
for public office.

DOUGHERTY’S STEAMBOAT. 


An Experiment Which is to Revolutionize 
Travel by Water. 


PITTSBURG, August 13.—An order for fron 
plates was given to one of our rolling-millis 
yesterday by John Dougherty of Mount Union, 
Pu., for use in an experiment which is ex- 
pected to revolutionize travel by water. The 
plates are to be used by Mr. Dougherty in con- 
structing the folding paddles for a patent 
rapid transit steamboat which he is about to 


be built on the Allegheny River. When com- 
pleted the Doat will make atrial trip to New 
Orleans to prove the practicability ofMr.Dough- 
erty’sidea. The boat which is to test the use- 
fulness of this patent is to be 33 feet wide, 165 
feet long on the water line, and 176 or 180 on 
deck and will de built entirely of wood. Its 
weight without the engine will be about 66 tons 
and when it has on board the engine and 250 

apsengers, its draftof water will be less than 

ixinches., On each side of it will be two toid- 
ing paddles sinking deeginto the water. The 
paddies will be open going forward so they 
will move the largest possible body of water, 
but the change to the backward motion will, 
by the agency of springs, close the paddies, 
and thus reduce the resistance to a minimum. 
There will also be under the center of the ves- 
sel, two propelling poles, which are intended 
to drive the vessel through shoal water by 
2 the bottom of the river. Mr. Dough- 
erty calculates that this patent will so greatly 
increase the speed of the traffic on the river 
that he will be able to make the trip from 
Pittsburg to New Orieans and back in a week, 
the time now taken by the fastest boats to 
wake the round trip to Cincinnati. 

The present venture is made on a river, not 
because the inventor believes that folding 
paddles cannot be used on the ocean, but be- 
cause he wishes to make his first trial on 
waters tree trom waves. When he has ounce 
put his principle successfully into practice, he 
will set to work to apply it to ocean travel. He 
is confident that he will be abie to reduce the 
time occupied in crossing the Atlantic by the 
shortest route, that from southampton to 
Halifax, to twenty-four hours, and thas from 
New York to Calcutta to ten days.

RESULTED FATALLY. 


Another Murder Case Made by Charles 
Davis’ Death. 


The Coroner was notified to-day that Charles 
Davis, a colored barber living at Eighteenth 
and Morgan streets, had died from injuries re- 
ceived in an assault made on him on the 22d of 
June. On the afternoon of the date men- 
tioned Robert Dougherty, Frank Bash and 


Albert Burke, three colored boys about 17 
years of age,were annoying Davis by throwing 
stones into his barber-shop. Davis finally 
came out to chastise them, and, the boys 
claim, he bad a knife in his hand. When he 
approached them Daugherty threw a stone at 
him fracturing his skull. Davis has been con- 
fined to his bed ever since until this morning 
when he died from the effects of his injuries. 
Dougherty and Bash were arrested atthe 
time and placed in jail on warrants charging 
them with assault to kill. When informed of 
Davis’ death this morning Dongherty seemed 
somewhat surprised, but claimed he had 
killed him in self-defence. He said that ill- 
feeling had been existing between Davis and 
the boys in the neighborhood for some time, 
the barber being down on them. On 
the afternoon in question a girl had thrown a 
tin can into Davis' barber shop, and Davis, 
who seemed to think that the boys had thrown 
the missile, came out at them with a Knife in 
his hand. He followed them and they ran, 
and Dougherty says that when the barber got 
very close to him, he was afruid 
he would cut him, and to save himself turned 
and threw astone at him, striking him in the 
head. He claims it was done purely in self- 
defense, and that Davis had been down on him 
for some time. Bash tells substantially the same 
story as Dougherty. Now that the man has 
died the police will probably also arrest Albert 
Burke us an accomplice to the murder. 
Dougherty says he was no more than two feet 
from Davis when he hit him with the stone, 
and claims that besides the knife in his 
hand the barber had a pistol 
sticking out of his hip pocket. Dougherty isa 
full-blooded negro, but Bash is a mulatto. As 
the weapon used, a stone, is not a deadly one 
in the eye of the law, it will only be a case of 
manslaughter, and as Bash is over 16 years of 
age and under 18 years, a yeur in jail is the 
most severe sentence that can be given him. 
There isa gap of two years in every boy's life, 
from 16 to 18 years of age, when he can com- 
mit any felony and be let off with a year in 
jail. Under 16 they go to the House of Refuge 
until they are 21 years of age and over 18 they 
can be sent to the penitentiary, but by an un- 
forturate gap left by the State Legislatures 
they can only be givenayear in jail for of- 
fenses committed between those ages.

CANONICUT. 


A NEW RESORT CAPTURING THE OVERFLOW 
OF NEWPORT SUMMER LIFE. 


Delightful Temperature, Splendid Swimming 
and Good Fishing—A Description of the 
Older and More Fashionable Resort’s 
Young Rival—Beautiful Villas. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEWPORT, R. I., August 13.—Although the 
Island of Aquldneck, on which lies fair New- 
port, is undoubtedly the chief gem among the 
circlet of islands that are found across the 
brow of old Neptune as he takes his quiet ease 
in Narragansett Bay, still its sister islands 
are not without their beauty and charm, like 


those of their elder and more beau- 
tiful sister—like them in kind, but 
less in degree. Hence they have 


been neglected till within about ten years. 
When a few of those men who walk about the 
world with their eyes open perceived that the 
island of Canonicut was not a place to be de- 
spised; that it had a climate much like New- 
port’s; that land was very cheap there, and 
that the overflow of Newport summer life was 
sureto fall upon the sister island sooner or 
later, they came, they saw, they bought. No 
colossal fortunes have been made on the 
island as yet, it is said, but land has trebled in 


price within three or four years, and shrewd 
speculators keep their opinions of future val- 
ues to themselves. 

THE ISLAND OF CANONICOUT, 

or ‘‘Quavnoquet,’’ was purchased of the In- 
dians in the year 1657, and belonged to the 
Rhode Island division of thelittie State, as 
opposed to that part called ‘‘Providence 
Plantation.’’ It was named after the Indian 
sachem Canonicus. Hatred of tyranny in 
general and of Massachusetts in purticular 
seems to have beenthe prevailing sentiment 
of this little colony from the earliest settie- 
ment. Nevertheless, the firstand only town 
founded in Canonicut was called Jamestown, 
after James II. For many years the little 
town slumbered and slept—in no 
measure disturbed by all the bother and com- 
motion going on in her near neighbor, New- 
port. But at last she could keep her ears shut 
nolonger, and had to wakeup and take her 
share in the summer doings of Narragansett 
Bay. Now a number of pretty cottages, in- 
creasing every year, are going up at James- 
town, while at the Dumplings many people of 
wealth have reared handsome villas, whence 
a view can be bad equal to the prospect from 
any but the most beautiful situations in New- 
port. In the neighboring hills 
stand the picturesque Villas of 
Mr. W. T. Richards and Mr. Schumaker, who 
comes from the Quaker City. Mr. Wharton’s 
house is gray, with a peculiar round, open 
cupola. Mr. Richards does not occupy his cot- 
tage this year, having left Canonicut be 

cause it was becoming so thickly inhabited. 
Amore utterly quiet and peaceful spot than 
this island would be hard to find. The very 
winds seem to blow more gently and re- 
spectfully as they pass over its tranquil sur- 
face. Roads have been built across the Duin- 
Plings sothat one can roam at will. Capt. 
Seftridge, United States Navy, has built a cot- 
tage, now just ready for occupancy, on the 
northern part of the Dumplings. This villais

with a red roof or series of roofs, for itis 
broken up in the usual complex fashion in 
which modern roofs are ‘‘treated’’ and has an 
effect as of turrets In this vicinity is also Mr. 
Joseph Seward’s cottage, while Mr. Wistor 
Morris has builtalarge new house near the 
Neck and Mackerel Bay. 

From Jamestown the cottages are dotted all 
the way southward as far as the 
Dumplings. Mr. George Emmong ot St. Louis 
has builta new substantial cottage, finished 

with unpainted shingles and olive green trim- 
mings. Another new cottage close by has 
ust been completed for Mrs. Harriet Stevens. 

Ir. McLelland of Philadelphia has recently 
purchased Lieut. R. C. Devoy’s cottage, a 
pretty structure in the modern styie, un- 
painted with dark green and gray trimmings. 
Mr. Caswell has a large house near James- 
town Ferry, and a little higaer up stand three 
cottages belonging to the estate of the late 
Prof. Eustace of Cambridge, Mass., who was 
one of the first gentlemen to ‘‘discoy- 
er’’ Canonicut. Mr. Turnbull has a 
pretty new cottazgein the little settlement as 
has also Mr. Wetherell. Dr. Mott Francis’ 
cottage stands high on the hill and has a good 
sea view. A large and expensive cottage, said 
to have cost $40,000, belongs to a Mr. Nowland, 
anative of Jamestown, who owned several 
hundred acres there originally, mach of which 
he has now sold. Close by the ferry stand the 
two hotels. 

What do people do at Canonicut?’’ 

„Well, they live principally in and onthe 
water. It is a hopelessly amphibious spot, 
where one stays on land as little as possible. 
There is no beach, properly speaking—at 
least not near the inhabited part of the island 
—but despite the fact that the shore is rather 
Stony and despite the absence of all surf, 
bathing is 

A VERY FAVORITE OCCUPATION, 

and everyone learns to swim in the still, 
mild waters. Canonicut isa good place for 
fishing, too, although this year shing is 
very poor everywhere in the neighborhood of 
Newport. What with the seine and the enor- 
mous amount of menhaden that are caught 
every day, the more aristocraticand better 


flavored fish are bein scared 
from our harbors. The island igs en 
miles long and there are some pretty 


drives on it. One of these leads to Canonicut 
Park, a new settlement at the northern end of 
the island, where there is a hotel and several 
cottages. The Providence boat stops here 
every day, but for some reason the park does 
not grow as fast as Jamestown. It is much 
farther than Newport, and less convenient of 
access from that gay city. It is also much 
farther from the ocean, although it commands 
a fine view of the bay. Dr. Jernegar of 
Boston has just completed a large cottage at 
Canonicut Park, which can be seen lainly 
from the opposite shore of Rhode Isiand. 
From Jamestown a ferryboat runs quite fre- 

uently across the bay to Newport, making 
the short trip in balf an hour. It seems that 
the townspeople were thrifty enough to buy 
and run this boat, which belongs to the town 
and which has been the making of James 
town, as one of the chief men of the little 
place said.

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FRACTURED HIS SKULL, 


Serious Accident Caused by the Storm- 
East St. Louis News.
